— As cften therefore as thefe Particles of both 
Kinds, being like Nitre and Sulphur combined to- 
gether, are moved by any Inftiné& of Mouon con- 
veyed to them by the Nerves, which is like a 
March to Gunpowd 7 they being as it were ona 
fudden difchareed, diftend the Mufcles and caufe a 
violent Concuffion of the whole Body. But ‘tis a

are, that the Mareichal de Villars was 

arrived there that Evening; that the 
Troops of the French King’s Honfho!d were arri- 
ved in the Campin a worle Condition than laft 
Year, and others arrive daily. The Ll cirers from 
Tournay dated May 3d, fay, that they expected 
the Trenckes would be opened every day ; thar 
{ome think the Batteries for Eighty-fix heavy Can. 
non, and Thirty-three Mortars, cou’d nor be fin- 
ifhed till the 12th, that ‘tis the Opinion of the En. 
gineers that the Garrifon will be obliged to furren- 
der in eight or ten Days after they begin to Fire, 
thet the Marefchal de Artagnan has extended his 
Camp from Thune Sx. Martin to Norgny and has 
taken up his Head Quarters at the Caftle of Effars 
over againft the Scheld, and thar he has guarded 
all the Paffes over the River with Dragoons to pre- 
vent the Defertion of the Soldeirs: Tis advited 
from Ghent, that the Confederates are far advan- 
ced in Draining the Water from about Doway ; 
that on the 5th in the Evening the Trenches were 
opened, at two Attacks with 3000 Men {fup- 
ported by 4 Batalians at each attack ; that not- 
withftanding the prodigious fire the Enemy made, 
they had bur three Men killed ; that the En 
have raifed five Batteries of 3 Cannon each with- 
out the Gate of Notre Dame to hinder the ap- 
proach of our Men ; that the Siege is to be carri- 
ed on by twelve thoufand Britains, as many Dutch 
and ten thoufand Germans, under General Fagel ;
